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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement for reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Caputo et al U.S. Pat. No. 5,778,071 discloses a digital algorithm (algorithm or plain text 
data) that includes a private/public keys or portion of a secure prompts. 
EP000266748A2, Chandra Ashileshwari Narain et al discloses a software protection 
system using a single-key cryptosystem, a hardware-based authorization system and a 
secure coprocessor. 

IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin discloses a computer system that provides security 
by requiring a user logon sequence to gain access to the system. 
However, neither Caputo nor IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin and Chandra et al fails 
to anticipate or render obvious the recited feature: 

As per claims 1 , 2, 4, 10 and 12 " any of the prompts in the secure prompt table 
matching only a portion of the data entry prompt; and transmitting the data entered into 
the transaction terminal in response to the data entry prompt as clear text data only 
upon the determination that the data entry prompt is a secure prompt". 

As per claims 6 and 8 " the data entry prompt matching only a portion of any of the 
secure prompts; the personal identification number entry device accepting the data 
entry command only upon the determination that the data entry prompt is a secure 
prompt".
